The Calumet Distillmg company was the 
first of the two to be secured by the trust. 
The Calumet is probably the most com- 
plete and finest distillery in the world, and 
is the third largest in size. the Shufeldt and 
Monarch of Peoria only éxcelling it in that 


respect. 
The Calumet Distilling company was or- 
ganized three years ago by Stein Bros. & 
‘with a capital of $250,000. The 
stockholders included Adolf Ignatz and 
Charles in, Isadore Baumgartl, and J. J. 
Ward and James Sheridan, who were former- 
ly with the ,Shafeidts. Messrs, Ward 
and Sheridan took $100,000 of the 
stock, the remainder bemg pooled and 
held by the.old rectifying firm that originally 
organized the company. The property and 
plant of the firm is located on the Calumet 


‘| River a mile south of Riverdale on the IIli- 


nois Central railroad. There are forty acres of 
land included in the property, and «sheds, 
stables, and facilities for feeding 56,000 head 
of cattle, 3,600 head of cattle being fed there 
at present. The plant has been running two 
years and is bonded to the government for 
$500,000. Messrs. Ward and Sheridan were

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SURRENDER THE ITATA. 


THE CHILEAN INSURGENTS TURN THE 
RUNAWAY OVER TO UNCLE SAM, 


Secretary Tracy Receives Official Informa- 
tion of the Fact from Acting Rear-Ad- 
miral MocCann-—Five Thousand Rifles 
Also Given Up—The Cruiser Charleston 
‘Reaches Iquique—The Pensacola Ex- 
pected te Follow Promptly. 

Iquiquz, June 4,—The Itata arrived here this 

morning with &., 000 rifles aboard. It was im- 

surrendered to the American Ad- 


| miral—MoCann. ..The commandér of the 


Itata states that the arms were not embarked 
at San Diego, but at a point many miles at 
sea. The Iquique Government olaums that this 
circurostance modifies the situation considera- 
bly and will probably result in a speedy solu- 
tion of the difficilties between the Admirals 
and the Junta. The authorities at the same 
time declare that the cargo of the Itata is of 
little importance, taking into consideration 
the small number of arms. 

Wasurnetor, D. C., June-4.—The Navy De. 
partment received official information tonight 
of the peaceful surrender of the Chilean in- 
surgent steamer Itata at Iquiquetoday. This 
information was contained in a dispatch from 

ting Real-Admiral McCann, received by 
tary Tracy several hours after the regu- 
lar time of closing the department. The dis- 
patch came in cipher, and it took about three 
hours to translate it, and even then there were 
several instances in which ita contents could 
not be fully interpreted. In effect the dis- 
patch stated that thé Itata had arrived at 
Iquique from Tocopella last night and was 
placed at the disposition of Admiral McCann 
this morning. It had on board, the dispatch 
says, 5,000 rifles and also ammunition taken 
from the schooner Robert and Minnie off the 
port of San Diego, Cal. It had no other mu- 
nitions of war than those belonging to the 
ship and had transferred nothing to the Esmer- 
alda, with which it communicated off Acapul- 
co, Mexico. After communicating with this 
insurgent cruiser the Itata went direct to To- 
copella, Admiral McCann says also that the 
cruiser Charleston arrived at Iquique today 
and that the Pensacola was expected before 
night. 

The surrender of the Itata was unquestion- 
ably on the advice of the representatives of 
the insurgents in the United States and was 
possibly arranged through .the Graces. No 
negotiations were had on behalf of the United 
States Government, because it could recognize 
no one to negotiate with, but when Michael 
P. Grace was here a fortnight ago he satisfied 
himself that the penalties against the 
fugitive vessel would not be severed 
if she gave herself up, while if 
she did not the complications sure to arise 
would prejudice the cause of the insurgents in- 
definitely. The Itata’s offense does not come 
within the definition of piracy, and by putting 
the United States Deputy Marshal ashore she 
escaped the penalty of kidnaping. Naval and 
State Department authorities differ as to the 
exact nature of the offense, but these ques 
tions will be settled when the vessel 
is taken back to San Diego under 
convoy of one of Admiral McCann’s 


cruisers. The Itata will be delivered to the 


United States Court officers at San Diego and

Something About the Young Woman Who 
Died Suddenly at the Leland Hotel. 

At 2 o’clock the morning of May 24 an 
year-old girl died suddenly at the Lel 
Hotel.

She 
had previously told Mrs. Finlay that she felt 
as if paralyzed. Dr. Nelson in treating the 
girl had observed symptoms of heart trouble 
and made out the certificate accordingly. 

At Hays City a post mortem was 
held by Dr. Rankin of Rushville, 
and a knife wourd which penetrated the heart 
was found in the body. This greatly excited 
the residents of the town, The “wound” 
was no evidence of foul play, but was the in 
cision made after death by the embalmer.

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HOW CHIEF M’CLAUGHRY PROPOSES 
oO MAKE APPOINTMENTS, — 
All Applications for Positions to Be Passed 
Upon by a Board Composed of the Five 
Inspectors—Details of the Plan Not Yet 
Complete—Politics Will Cut No Figure— 
Aldermanic Infiaence Will Lose Its 
Power—Other Local News. 

Superintendent of Police McClaughry, after 
several conferences with Mayor Washburne, 
has practically decided to introduce an im- 
portant and radical feature in the administra- 
tion of the department regarding applicants 
for positions. This change is the creation of a 
Board of Examiners to consider the case of 


agreed 
upon, but it has been definitely decided that 
this Board of Examiuers shall be composed 
of the five Inspectors. This was 
the original idea of the Superintendent 
but after considering it a while it was thought 
that it might be better to have the board 
made up of citizens not connected with the 


department, There were objections to this, 
however, the chief one being that the 
persons selected would have to be 
asked to serve without pay, as 
there was no monéy appropriated for the pur- 
pose and the Superintendent is just now inter- 
— in reducing the expenses as low as pos- 
sible, 

After talking the matter over with the 
Mayor it was decided to organize a board 
composed of the five Inspectors. The latter 
plan has several advantages over the former, 
one being that the Inspectors are probably 
better qualified to pass upon the qualifications 
of a man who is to serve as a patrolman than 
citizens would be. ae 

If the Superintendent carries out his ideas 
to the letter political influence will have little 
to da with a man getting on the force. One 
great trouble has been that men secured their 
places through Aldermanic influences and on 
account of their litical standing, and 
not because.of merit. Of course a man 
had to come up to the hysical 
standard, but in many cases even this was 
overlooked. The intelligence of the applicant 
or his mental caliber seemed to cut little fig- 
ure, and it is said other rules regarding citi- 
zenship have often been overlooked, Another 

at trouble has been that a man after pl 
imself under obligations to politicians to ge 
a place has been assigned to duty in the ward 
where he had beea accustomed to work in the 
interest of a set of politicians. He has thus 
been handicapped in performing his duty. 

Under the pro plan all applicants will 
file their applications with the Superintendent 
of Police. e will carefully file away all the 
indorsements and recommendations and send 
the man’s name to the Board of Examiners to 
be passed upon. All cases will be taken up in 
regular order, and when the board is ready to 
inquire into the merits of a candidate he will 
de sent for and put through a course of exami- 
nation. 

The members of the board will not have the 
slightest intimation regarding the influence be- 
hind the applicant or the names of the persons 
who -have signed his recommendations. No 
one will possess this knowledge but the Super- 
intendent. The Inspectors will not know 
whether he is a Republican, Democrat, or

Canada. United States. 
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at the Sault and other public works have been 
completed. If it ventures on any additional 
undertakings such as the proposed Hudson 
Bay railroad, the ship canal from Lake Huron 
to Montreal, and the ship railway from Huron 
to Ontario, it will find no difficulty about run- 
ning up its debt beyond 9800, 000, 000, which 
will be about as much per head as the far 
richer United States, with its infinitely greater 
resources, had to stand in 1868. 

In that year each Canadian paid $1.29 as in- 
terest on the debt, while each resident of the 
United States paid $3.84. In 1889 the figures 
were: For Canada, $1.74; for the United 
States, 52 cents. The Dominion had run in 
debt, therefore, much more than enough to 
offset the cheaper rate at which money can be 
borrowed now, as compared with a quarter of 
a century ago. 7 

The debt of this country was a good invest- 
ment. Had it not been incurred there would 
be now no Union, and no rapid growth in 
wealth and population and power. The North 
and South divided and enemies, with no debt, 
would be infinitely worse off today than they 
are united, in spite of the indebtedness that 
has temporarily weighed on them. Much of 
the Dominion debt was created for unneces- 
sary purposes. It was the resultof an attempt 
long persevered in by the Tories to fly in the 
face of manifest destiny, and to build up 
another and a Tory England on territory 
which is geographically and commercially 
part of the American Union. The expenses 
for military railroads, for fortifications, and 


tor all similar purposes represent so much 


money utterly wasted. The object aimed at 
can never be realized. The money is thrown 
away as much as if the Northern States had 
abandoned the war against slavery and re- 
bellion in 1864 with the war debt on their 
hands. 

A part of the Dominion debt has. been con- 
tracted in the attempt to make what is natur- 
ally the northern tier of American States in- 
dependent commercially of the fifty States to 
the South of them. Much of this expenditure 
would have been undreamed of had Canada 
been a part of this Union. As for the re- 
mainder the burden of its cost would have 


fallen on twelve times the population. The 


Welland Canal would have been built, but the 
entire United States would have paid for it 
and not a few weak provinces. 


THE PRICE OF GAS. 

At Wednesday’s conference between repre- 
sentatives of the municipal government and 
the gas companies Mayor Washburne insisted 
that the price of gas to private consumers as 
well as the city ought to be reduced to $1 per 
1,000 feet. Of course the gas magnates did 
not agree to this, and one of their number is 
credited with the statement that Chicato is 
now getting gas as cheaply as any other city 
in the Union; also that gas could not be fur- 
nished at the price suggested by the Mayor 
and the stock be profitable to the stockhold- 
ers. r 
That more is charged for gas in some other 
cities than in Chicago proves nothing, except 
that the people of those municipalities are so 
badly nder the control of the corporations as 
to be unable to obtain gas at a fair price. But 
is it true? The price of gas in Wheeling, W. 
Va., is only 75 cents, and the cost of making 
and delivering it, aside from interest and 
taxes, but including improvements, which 
should more properly be classed as income, 1s 
officially reported to be 40 cents. It would 
not exceed 67 cents if allowance were made of 
8 per cent for interest and taxes on the cost of 
constructing an equally good plant, as. would 
be done in competitive business. 

It may be urged that eoal costs a great deal 
more in Chicago than in Wheeling, but except 
when trying to argue somethmg from that 
fact in their own favor the gas-men invariably 
assert that the cost of fuel is only a minor 
item in the total expense. And while the 
Chicago manufacturers do use some East- 
ern coal it is notorious that the great 
bulk of their material is obtained from 
the Illinois fields and the oil pipe. Tak- 
ing into account the much larger quantity 
per square mile supplied here as compared 
with Wheeling an additional. allowance of 
eight cents should be ample. In other words, 
the Chicagu gas companies. could afford to 
supply gas to all at not more than 75 to 80 
cents per 1,000 feet. They could do it for less 
if only the value of the plant actually engaged 
in the supply were counted in. That does not 
exceed $3 for every 1,000 feet sold during the 
year, or, say, 20 cents for interest.

AN HEROIC REMEDY FOR EMBEZZLING. 

Though we have rigidly restricted Chinese 
immigration and barred out all the Celestials 
except those who pass through here for pleas- 
ure or come to study, there are some of their 
customs which we might study to advantage, 
and among them the thorough manner they 
have of administering justice and punishing 
dishonesty. This has been exemplified re- 
cently in the swift but brilliant career of 


Teheng-Ki-Tong, Acting First Secretary of 


| the Chinese Legations in London and Paris, 


and his equally swift if not brilliant punish- 
ment. Taheng-Ki-Tong has been the Lega- 
tion Secretary for six years, and ‘during that 
period was inoculated with a passion for the 
rapid style of life in the gay capital. He had 
at various manifested many extrava- 
gant habits, bat it was not until the early part 
ot the present year that it was found he had 
failed to distinguish between his own and 
other people’s money. In January last he 
was intrusted by his government with the 
megotiation of a loan of $35,000,000, and had 
opened correspondence with London and 
Paris bankers to furnish the money. While 
these negotiations were in progress he sudden- 
ly was recalled and sailed from Marseilles to 
China, leaving behind him a large num- 
ber of sorrowful creditors to whom he 
owed immense sums. Investigation showed 
that he had been swindling the credulous 
Frenchmen right and left, and with ali the 
more impunity because his official position 
shielded him from processes of law in France. 
The most they could do was to complain to the 
home government and this they did. The re- 
sult was his recall and he had no recourse but 
to obey, for if he had not his family at home 
would have been held strictly accountable for 
his rascalities. Rather than bring such a dis- 
aster upon his relatives he went back. The 
government arrested him as soon ashe landed, 
investigated his case, and ordered his heads, 
both the natural and official, to be taken off at 
once. Thus ends the case of Tcheng-Ki-Tong, 
much to the regret of himself and relatives, 
but undoubtedly much to the delight of his 
French creditors, who will applaud heartily 
the promptness and firmness of Chinese jus- 
tice. 

It may be questionable whether the direct- 
ness and vigor of the Chinese Emperor in 
dealing with an embezzler would commend 
themselves to American ideas of justice, but 
if his method could be introduced here it 
would have an immediate and refreshing ef- 
fect in curing gentlemen of apparently weak 
powers of discrimination between other peo- 
ple’s money and theirown. Had such a remedy 
been the rule hereeither there would have been 
this year165 less embezzlements, which means 
none at all, and nearly $9,000,000 would have 
been saved, or there would have been 165 heads 
decapitated and that many additional funerals. 


| Such aremedy as this would quickly teach cash- 


iers and bookkeepers the difference between 
their own money and that of their employers, 
and State, City, and Town Treasurers the dif- 
ference between their own money and that of 
the public. And it does not appear that any 
lighter punishment cun effect this result, for 
embezzlements are increasing with frightful 
rapidity. If the present ratio keeps up 
throughout 1891 it will be the crowning year 
of public and private rascality. We may not 
like the Chinese, but how much better they do 
some things in China! 


THAT CREGIERITE TICKET. 

Just before the last election Cregier Demo 
crats went to the trouble and expense of send- 
ing to each of the 175,000 Chicago voters an 
envelope with a two-cent stamp on it contain- 
ing a ticket with a flaring head—picture of 
two flags, an eagle, a hammer, and a naked 
arm. On each ticket were the names of 
eleven Democrats. This was curious, since 
‘an appeal to the voters inclosed in the same 
envelope, signed by the “ Campaign Commit- 
tee, said our object is to elect good Judges, 
irrespective of party.“ The committee sent 
out a ticket with not one Republican name on 
it. Pasters were also sent along, so that if 
the stomach of a voter was not strong enough 
to digest all six of the Cregierite nominees he 
might be able to swallow one of them. 

All this postage and printing cost a large 
sum of money, and it took considerable to 
pay the expenses of a couple of ticket-ped- 
dlers at each preeinct. Is not it the impres- 
sion of those who spent this cash that they 
wasted it? Do they think the results justify 
the outlay? The Cregierite Judges got less 
than a third of the vote cast. The man whom 
the clique of lawyers made their special candi- 
date fared little better than his associates. 

On the whole, do not those who footed the 
bills wish that.they had known as much a 
week ago as they do now? Would not they be 
pleased to have in their pockets the thousands 
they sank on printing, postage, and ticket- 
peddlers? Will not they admit that it is finan- 
cially and morally better to be actually non- 
partisan about the time that judicial elec- 
tions are held? At all events the Harrisonians 
have not yet got done laughing at those 
asinine Cregierites. They say that fools and 
their money were easily parted. 


Tun proposition to rescind the ordinance 
forbidding the erection in this city of a hospi- 
tal for the treatment of infectious or con- 
tagious diseases without the consent of resi- 
dents in the neighborhood has incited much 
comment. The remarks seem generally to 
the effect that the ordinance is a good one 
and ought not to be repealed. The statement 
that such a hospital exists in the heart of Bos- 
ton and is not objected to by neighbors led 
an interested party to write to the Mayor of 
that city for information on the subject. It is 
replied by Dr. Rowe, the Superintendent, 
that such a hospital existe and that no objec- 
tion has been made to it, but he adds: 
“‘Nevertheless the practice is dangerous, and 
our reports show that it is a bad prac- 
tice.” He days: “If by reason of my 
official position I am to be used for quotation 
I should wish it said that Iam emphatically 
against the placing of wards for contagious 
diseases in any way in connection with a gen- 
eral hospital, and that a hospital exclusively 
for contagious diseases (excepting small-pox) 
should be more or less removed from the 
thickly settled parts of the city. I am in sym- 
pathy with the general tenor of the sentiments 
expressed in the editorial ot Taz Tursuns.”’ 

The article alluded to took the ground that 
no such hospital should be allowed in this city 
without the consent of persons controlling the 
property within 600 feet each way from the 
proposed site; and if may be added that there 
are no residences within 500 feet of the build- 
ings in Boston used for the treatment of the 
class of diseases under consideration.

Louis J. Jennings Will Apply United States 
Laws to England. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. |! 
Lowpor, June 4,—Louis J. Jennings, M. P. 


for Stockport (formerly of the New Tork 


Times), said today that he had framed a bill 
for introduction m Parliament intended to 
exclude destitute foreigners from Great Brit- 
ain on the same lines as followed by the 
United States. Mr. Jennings while in Amer- 
ica studied the legislation on the subject care- 
fully, and thinks that England cannot do bet- 
ter than to adopt the principles of the meas- 
ures made necessary in the United States »by 
the experience of that country with pauper and 
criminal aliens.

Adoption of an Ocean Bill of Lading by 
the Conference in Liverpool. 

Liverroont, June 4.—The cotton confer- 
ence, which was officially opened here yester- 
day, is attended by the leading cotton mer- 
chants, ship-owners, and underwriters of En- 
gland and by delegates from Havre, Bremen, 
New Orleans, and Norfolk.

After a protracted and 
divergent discussion in regard to frammg 
a bill of lading which would meet the diffi- 
culty of the cotto. trade in connection with 
the transportation of cotton from the: United 
States to Liverpool, etc., and the means of 
enforcing the use of such a bill of lading, the 
conference unanimously adopted the follow- 
ing as the first clause: 

An ocean bill of lad to be used only in con- 
nection with through bills of lading. 

That in the absence of fraud or clerical or 
obvious error this bill of lading, signed by the 
master, shall conclusive evidence against the 
number of bales received as stated therein.

ELEVATED BY THE POPE, 


Public Announcement of the Appointment 
of Archbishop Katzer. 
(SPROIAL CABLE. | 

Roux, June 4.—At a public consistory held 
in the Vatican today his Holiness the Pope 
created Mgri. Rotelli and Ruscha Cardinals. 
His Holiness also nominated fifty Bishops, in- 
cluding three Americans—Mgr. Scamell, 
Bishop of Omaha; Mgr. Katzer, Archbishop 
of Milwaukee; Mgr. Durien, Bishop of New 
Westminster, Canada; and Mgr. O'Connor, 
Bishop of London, Ont. 

The announcement by the consistory of the 
appointment of Archbishop Katzer completes 
the formalities attending his elevation to the 
Archbishopric of Milwaukee. The announce- 
ment of his appointment by the Pope was 


made a month or two ago. The ceremonial of 


the church government now requires that 
Archbishop Katzer, through his representative 
in Rome, make application for the pallium, a 
short white cloak of lambs’ wool, with a red 
cross encircling the neck and shoulders, and 
which will be delivered within about three 
days in the chapel of one of the Cardinals. 
Its conveyance to the place of destination is 

nerally intrusted to a Bistiop or priest 
bound homeward, which circumstance makes 
it impossible to predict the time of its arrival 
in Milwaukee. Archbishop Katzer will as- 
sume the duties of his new diocese the latter 
part of this month without waiting for the ar- 
rival of the pallium.

Great Plans to Make It a Very Strongly 
Fortified City—Big Guns at Sandy Hook. 
Lone Branou, N. J., June 2.—If the pres- 

ent plans of the War Department are carried 

out New York will, in five years’ time, be one 
of the most strongly fortified cities in the 
world. The most interesting point in New 

Jersey nowadays is Sandy Hook.

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The reduction in the Bank of England rate of 
discount and the reduction in the Chicago, Rock 
Island ana Pacific railroad company’s rate of 
dividend were the two features in financial af- 
fairs yesterday. The bank rate was put down 
from 5 to 4 per cent. The statement showed that 
the bullion in the bank increased during the week 
23.109.116. The proportion of reserve to liability 
increased from 40.60 per cent to 44.30 per cent. The 
amouiſt of bullion that went into the bank on bal- 
ances yesterday was £422,000.
